In tne spirit of this proclamation A.1- 
fred Bayiis», Superihtenient of Public 
I Instruction, has mailed a cir> Fa r 
ad­ 
dressed to the < )unty Si.permtendent 
• of the State calling attention 
to the 
prolamation and impressing the impor­ 
tance of the duty it enjoins, 
lie »ays 
the surroundings of too many rural 
school houses can only be described as 
depressing. 
They are 
bare of trees, 
cheerless, and in 
too many cases, de­ 
grading. 
W e are not doing all that is 
possible to make them neat, 
beautiful 
and elevating. 
There remains, 
no - 
withstanding all that has been done in 
rocent years, more than two thousand 
absolutely treeless school 
prem ise! to 
the d¡¿credit of Illinois. 
No education 
worthy the aspirations of our im perial 
commonwealth, is possible under 
the 
condition» which prevail in very many 
of these districts. 
Accom panying the circu lar is a list 
of the counties and number of school 
grounds treeless in each,running all the 
way from none in ten counties to as 
high as 75 in Jefferson, so in Grundy 
and ( ook and 10b in L a S a lle .

port from Lee county shows very few 
grounds «without trees, 
but t-ome of 
them wo know just save themselves by
